An Identity History Summary Check 
is a listing of information taken from fingerprint cards and documents submitted to the FBI in connection with arrests, 
federal employment, naturalization, or military service.

Private 
citizens cannot request a name check.

enforcement authority in the course of a criminal investigation, or by an agency conducting a lawful national security intelligence 
investigation, information furnished by a confidential source, ( E ) would disclose techniques and procedures for law enforcement 
investigations or prosecutions, or would disclose guidelines for law enforcement investigations or prosecutions if such disclosure could 
reasonably be expected to risk circumvention of the law, or ( F ) could reasonably be expected to endanger the life or physical safety of any 
individual; 

(b)(8) contained in or related to examination, operating, or condition reports prepared by, on behalf of, or for the use of an agency responsible for 
the regulation or supervision of financial institutions; or

(k)(5) investigatory material compiled solely for the purpose of determining suitability, eligibility, or qualifications for Federal civilian 
employment or for access to classified information, the disclosure of which would reveal the identity of the person who furnished 
information pursuant to a promise that his/her identity would be held in confidence; 

(k)(6) testing or examination material used to determine individual qualifications for appointment or promotion in Federal Government service 
the release of which would compromise the testing or examination process; 

(k)(7) material used to determine potential for promotion in the armed services, the disclosure of which would reveal the identity of the person 
who furnished the material pursuant to a promise that his/her identity would be held in confidence.

The smug, self-satisfied American, con¬ 
stantly reminded of his million-dollar school 
buildings, deluged with literature and “ in¬ 
formation/ 9 ignorantly believes he knows 
what is happening in this crazy, mixed-up 
world in which we live today. The 
mysterious powers controlling this barrage of 
propaganda try to keep the American people 
occupied with sex, sports, and something-for- 
nothing, yet we see daily that some sinister 
invisible power is dragging our great nation 
down, down, down. 

IS EVERYTHING ALL RIGHT? 

While we are taxed as no other people 
in history, we are daily reminded how 
virtuous we are to submit to this ever-in¬ 
creasing legal robbery. We see our bank¬ 
rupt Federal Government generously hand¬ 
ing out lavish gifts and vast domestic subsi¬ 
dies, which seem to create only further ex¬ 
cuses to justify more and more crushing 
taxation and Federal seizure of all power.

You poor vilified Anglo-Saxon and Celt, 
the Jews have yet to produce £ Newton, a 
Dalton, a Darwin, a Lister, a Watt, a Bell, 
a George Stephenson, a Fulton an Edison, 
or any Wright brothers. And you good 
Christians whose forebearers came from the 
European continent, the Jews have yet to pro¬ 
duce a Herschel, a Pasteur, an Arrhenius, a 
Lavoisier, a Gutenberg, a Galileo, a Leeuwen¬ 
hoek, or a Marconi. If the Jews are so smart, 
then why have they not been able to contrib¬ 
ute more to modern civilization? 

SPECIALIZED PARASITES 

A Jew from tender age is trained, to be 
a parasite, a despoiler, and an exploiter of 
men. He is a specialist in deceit, in trickery, 
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in exploitation of the “stupid Gentile”. Elia's 
Howe devised the sewing machine, but Isaac 
Singer robbed him of his invention and pock- 
eted millions. Hazel Bishop developed an 
improved lipstick, but her Jewish “ partner ’ 9 
pirated it away from her by tricking her into 
signing a fraudulent assignment and is mak¬ 
ing millions.

BRITISH AUTHORITY DISCUSSES FATE 
OF THE WHITE RACE 


EDITOR'S NOTE: Below we reprint the substance of an article which recently appeared 
in a courageous British patriotic journal known as “Free Britain.’’ No intelligent citizen 
dare Ignore the deadly facts contained in this document. 


In the arrival every week of hundreds of Negro 
immigrants, now totalling tens of thousands from 
Jamaica alone, we are witnessing the first stage of a 
social experiment by UNESCO, which intends to use 
the British Isles for the stock raising of a mixed breed 
of people resembling, if possible, the ultimate brown 
man in the picture recently published by this or¬ 
ganization. 

Reasons for choosing Britain as one of the most 
suitable areas in which UNESCO race mixing pro¬ 
gram can be started under controlled conditions, are 
several, an important consideration being that there 
is unlikely to be any interference from the British 
Government. 

This was impressed upon the writer some years 
ago when the Home Office was unable to give any 
statistics on the number of half-breed children left 
behind by the Negro troops stationed here during the 
war. No figures relating to the mixed population 
were available from any Government Department, and 
the Home Office spokesman insisted that it was no 
part of his duty to deal with such inquiries, and that 
it was no concern of the British Government, so far 
as he was aware, to preserve the racial composition of 
the British people. 


Britain the Guinea-Pig 

Then, apart from the attitude of the national press 
and the radio, which is an open invitation to all the 
colored races to seek association with white women, 
and the peculiar law lately introduced to give colored 
colonials free access to these islands with the full 
rights of permanent residence as citizens, there are 
the economic conditions which lead Jamaicans par¬ 
ticularly to seek their own betterment in Great 
Britain. 

With the door thus open, the influx of color into 
Britain gives every appearance of a natural movement 
of population—until one stops to inquire if it is, in 
fact, natural for the door to be open. 

For the experiment UNESCO has in mind then, 
Britain in her present unnatural democratic mood 
is a most amenable guinea-pig nation and, in spite of 
being an island, is most vulnerable, as the center of 
a vast colonial empire, to invasion by every race in 
the world. For example, Pandit Nehru in wishing to 
shift some of the surplus population of India has only 
to raise a finger and immediately there are hundreds 
of Indians, together with Eurasians of partly French 
or Portugese descent, waiting on the quaysides at 
Bombay. Recently they have been arriving in Britain* 
in numbers equal to the Negro invasion. So it was not 
for nothing that Nehru's sister was elected President 
of the United Nations where UNESCO influence is 
necessary for securing key appointments. By such 
means it is a simple matter to lay on the pipelines 
for pumping color into Britain. 


Hatred for Whites 

But even if it were not so simple, UNESCO has 
vital reasons for singling out the British people, more 
than those of any other country, for race liquidation. 
The United Nations Educational, Social and Cul¬ 
tural Organization (UNESCO)—the UN tail which 
wags the UN dog—is comprised in the main of Jews 
Whose Communist sympathies have never been more 
than thinly disguised, if at all. And as revealed in 
the June issue of *‘Free Britain" UNESCO’s teaching 
is unadulterated Communism with an overriding 
hatred for the white man’s authority. 

Home of Nordic Race 

Not only have the racial instincts of the British 
people been proof against the teachings of Jewish 
Communism, but also these islands have been the 
great reservoir from which all the white countries of 
the world, outside Europe, have drawn most of their 
population. Apart from thinly populated Scandinavia 
and North Germany, Great Britain is still the home 
of the Nordic race which alone stands across the Jews ’ 
path to world supremacy. The liquidation of the 
British people by race mixture is therefore the logical 
sequence to the last war which was fought to defeat 
Hitler’s policy of uniting the white peoples in self- 
defense against Jewish ambition. 

The racial policy upon which UNESCO is embark¬ 
ed is in fact Hitler’s policy in reverse, and was de¬ 
scribed clearly as far back as the early 1920s when 
the seeds of UN were sown in the Pan-Europa Move¬ 
ment and particularly in the book “ Practical Ideal¬ 
ism” by its President, Count Kalergi. Kalergi, him¬ 
self, a crossbreed, wrote that ‘ ‘ The man of the future 
will be the cross-breed. The Pan-European will be of 
the Eurasian-Negroid mixture, in appearance similar 
to the ancient Egyptians, and of these the Jews will 
form a new aristocracy of spiritual grace”. 

Now the Jews of UNESCO have produced a picture 
of this brown-skinned Pan-European who is to be 
their hewer of wood and drawer of water in the brave 
new order which is to come about under their pro¬ 
jected world government. That is when they achieve, 
in their own words, “The great ideal of Judaism in 
that all the world shall be imbued with Jewish teach¬ 
ing and in a Universal Brotherhood of Nations, a 
Greater Judaism in fact, all the separate races and 
religions shall disappear”. 

Fate of Portugal 

Meanwhile there is the Nordic race to consider, 
with Great Britain as its main reservoir and the 
center of a great Empire yet to be destroyed. The 
obvious means of destruction lie to their hand in race 
mixture. It is known to every student of the subject, 
not least to the Jews themselves, that this deadly 
scourge destroyed all the great Aryan civilizations 
of past. Whether by design or accident it is difficult 









to tell at this distance of time, but the Jews were there 
to see the end and profit by it. But there is the later 
instance of the unhappy fate of Portugal in which 
they played a very decided and deliberate part, which 
should be remembered when reading their UNESO 
pronouncemnt of 1950 for Gentile consumption which 
says that “racial discrimination has no scientific 
foundation in biological fact; mental and tempera¬ 
mental character of all races are essentially similar”. 

Let us note then the biological war which the Jews 
waged against Portugal with such devastating success 
only two hundred years ago. The facts are recalled 
by Arnold Leese in his pamphlet on “Our Jewish 
Aristocracy”, where in an historical note on the fate 
of Spain and Portugal, he says; 

”... the Spanish and Portugese had, however, made 
the supreme mistake of imagining that any Marrano 
(Jew professing Christianity) could be a substitute 
.for a European. Absolute discrimination between 
white European Christians and the ‘New Christians' 
as the Marranos were called, was only insisted upon 
by the best informed of the aristocracy, who kept a 
record of the New Christians so that intermarriage 
*with them might cease. . . Then, at last, the assault 
was deliberately made on the last citadel of racial 
purity. On St. John’s Day, 1744, Frederick, Prince 
of Wales, Grand Master of English Masons, received 
socially the Portuguese Ambassador, Dom Sebastio 
de Carvalhoe Mello. This gentleman became better 
known as Pombal. On May 2, 1768, Pombal ordered 
the destruction of al^-registers of Marrano families, 
and ordered all the heads of the exclusive and race¬ 
conscious Portuguese families to arrange that any 
daughter of marriageable age must be engaged within 
four months to marry a member of one of the hitherto 
excluded Jew-contaminated families”. 


Lost Interest 

From that time the Portuguese governing class lost 
interest in the racial purity of the country and en¬ 
couraged the importation of cheap Negro labor from 
the Portuguese colonies. The result is that even to 
the Africans the Portuguese are today known as the 
“Bldck Men of Europe”; It is difficult to believe 
that such a few generations ago, when Portugal was 
building her once great overseas Empire, the majority 
of her pioneers were of the Nordic race. The Jew can 
certainly point to Portugal today and say with Oxy- 
mandias; “Look on jny works, ye mighty, and de¬ 
spair 9 * \ 

A more recent case of calculated race contamina¬ 
tion by those who say that “all races are essentially 
similar” was brought to light in 1935 when Jewish 
students in American universities had formed a na¬ 
tional Jewish movement under the name of “Phi 
Beta' Delta”, with the principal object the seducing 
and violating Aryan girls. Three members brought 
to trial in New York were acquitted by the Jewish 
judge, Joseph Goldstein, on the grounds that “he 
did not wish to prejudice the future of these young 
people by sending them to prison”. Not when their 
future lies in the work mapped out for them by 
UNESCO in spreading the doctrine of racial equality I 
It is a Jew, Arthur Spingam, and not a Negro, who 
is president of the National Association for the Ad¬ 
vancement of Colored People in America, the organi¬ 
zation which has been sponsoring law suits all over 
that country to open up white schools, restaurants, 
buses and hotels to Negroes. Another Jew, Julius 
Rosenwald, has spent, according to our American 
friends in Atlanta, some 30 million dollars in financ¬ 
ing organizations and writers to promote the idea' 
of mixed 'breeding. the aryan km.csmt 


Suppressed Views 

This fact has to be borne in mind when reading 
the British press on the color question in this coun¬ 
try. Even among the local newspapers in the New 
Harlem areas of London, Liverpool, Hull, Birming¬ 
ham and other densely populated centers in England, 
there is no voice raised in protest when British 
families are squeezed out of their homes by the Negro 
immigrants. The word has been passed round the news¬ 
paper offices, it seems, that anti-color views like anti- 
Jewish views, must be suppressed even in letters from 
readers. 

Those who profess to fight Communism run from 
any challenge on vital issues. Nowhere in our national 
press will you find any exposure of the following 
statement by the American Jewish publication “Jew¬ 
ish Life”, which said on page 8 of its June issue, 1950: 
‘ ‘ Our job as Jewish Communists is to take the lead in 
educating the Jewish masses on the meaning of white 
supremacy and to enroll the Jewish community in an 
all-out fight against it. This is paramount in our 
work in the struggle for negro rights. This is vital 
to the struggle of the Jewish people for their own 
security and future.” Our Jew-wise American friends 
who have seen the color question at close quarters 
longer than we have in this country make the point 
that the Jews' are merely using the Negroes for their 
own purposes, that “they hate the Africans as well 
as us whites; they want to destroy both races by 
mongrelization”. 

“Free Britain” is not able to cross check at first 
hand all the information which comes from friends 
abroad and we are therefore forced to place on one 
side quantities of interesting matter until we can 
feel satisfied of its authenticity. Until such time it 
is not our practice to publish it. There is for example 
a report of a speech attributed to Rabbi Emanuel 
Rabinovich before a special meeting of the Emergency 
Council of European Rabbis in Budapest on January 
12, 1952, which has been in our possession for nearly 
two years, and which has been published in America 
and by Einar Aberg of Norviken, Sweden. We have 
recently heard of the circumstances in which this was 
obtained, and with confidence in our informants we 
now give an extract from Aberg’s leaflet relevant to 
all the above points. Rabinovich is reported as 
having said : 

“We will openly reveal our identity with the 
races of Asia and Africa. I can state with as¬ 
surance that the last generation of white children 
is now being born. Our Control Commissions (to 
be set up in all the wrecked countries after the 
Third World War, according to an earlier pass¬ 
age in the speech) will, in the interests of peace 
and wiping out inter-racial tensions, forbid the 
whites to mate with whites. The white women 
must cohabit with members of the dark races, 
and white men with dark women. Thus the white 
race will disappear, for mixing the dark with the 
white means the end of the white man, and our 
most dangerous enemy will become only a mem¬ 
ory. We shall embark upon an era of ten thous¬ 
and years of peace and plenty, the Pax Judaica, 
and our race will rule undisputed over the world. 
Our superior intelligence will easily enable us 
to retain mastery over a world of dark peoples”! 

As a forecast, the above depends on the bringing 
about of a Third World War, but as an expression 
of sentiment and ambition there can be no doubt of 
its accuracy so far as a very important and vocal 
section of Jewry is concerned. It serves to underline 
the motives behind the biological war now being 
waged against this country, a war which the British 
Government refuses to recognize as such.

Perhaps the most far reaching political trendI a. the 
history of the European peoples in the second millemum 
has been the divorce of nationality and race. Up to the 
end of the first millenium it was customary amongst our 
forefathers in Europe to speak of people rather than states, 
and the elected monarchs were known as Kings of the 
English, Kings of the Danes or Kings of the Franks rather 
than King of England, of Denmark or of France. With 
feudalism, however, there came a rupture with this an¬ 
cient idea of race-nations, and monarchs were no longer 
thought of as the father of their people (king -cyning or 
"father'*). Instead they became territorial lords, who 
leased out the lands they held to tenants in return for 
fealty and service, and the common peoples became tied 
to the land on which they were bom, mere chattels of the 
monarchs. Kinship receded into the background as the 
basis of national ties, and land ownership became all- 
important. Nationality came to be determined not by 
descent, not by the common blood ties of a shared biologi¬ 
cal heritage, but by the accident of geographical location. 

At first this seemed merely a step forwards toward more 
efficient administration, and since the very fact of feudalism 
prevented persons from moving freely from one district 
to another, or from the realms of one lord to those of 
another, so kinship and territorial overlordship went hand 
in hand. Eventually, however, the essential divorce which 
had taken .place began to have its effect. Territories be¬ 
came amalgamated or divided by marriages or deaths of 
the rulers, populations began to migrate, changing their 
allegiance or "nationality” as they went, and as modern 
economic forces destroyed feudalism, citizenship and na¬ 
tionality ceased to have anything to do with race, and 
place of birth became more important in determing the 
nationality of the child than race or heritage. This meant 
racial chaos. . ,. 

* What we' have to learn, and learn quickly, if we as 
Europeans are not to be annihilated as a species, is to 
begin to think in terms of ethnic identity, and pan-national 
concepts. What we must do is develop a world-wide bond 
between our own kind, and to avoid being misled into 
more fratricidal wars. For the past thousand years we have 
been busy destroying our own kind, while those of other 
races sit back and laugh at us. When are we going to 
begin to think in terms of ethnic and racial identity? 

The only way to begin is to educate ourselves in those 
subjects regarding biology and the biological interpreta¬ 
tion of history which have been left out of. our school 
syllabus—left out not accidentally but intentionally. To¬ 
wards this end the successful 40 page bi-monthly journal 
of North European friendship, Northern World (for per¬ 
sons of North European descent throughout the world), 
was launched two years ago. Now, encouraged by their 
progress, the supporters of this journal have launched 
THE NORTHERN LEAGUE, which is a cultural and 
educational institution aimed at so educating North Euro¬ 
peans.

of Eisenhower’s press conferences. Speaking of his war¬ 
time meetings with Zhukov, Eisenhower said: 

"I was hard put to it when he (General Zhukov) in¬ 
sisted that their system appealed to the idealistic and we 
completely to the materialistic. And I had a very tough 
time defending our position, because he (Zhukov) said, 
'You tell a person he can do as he pleases, he can act as 
he pleases/he can do anything. Everything that is selfish 
in man you appeal to in him but we tell him he must sac¬ 
rifice . for. the state.’ ” 

Had Eisenhower been fortified with knowledge of the 
humanities, he could have pointed put to Zhukov that he 
had embraced a new god: this being the state. He could 
have proved to Zhukov that the state, as demonstrated 
throughout history, is more apt to be tyrannical and stu¬ 
pid, than wise and benevolent. He could have shown 
Zhukov that states have built pyramids for the glorifica¬ 
tion of their rulers; have waged wars for the same pur¬ 
pose, and have been inclined to oppress their citizens to 
maintain power. With added knowledge, he might have 
shown more. ► 

Eisenhower could have shown Zhukov that his faith in 
the state sprang from a new worldly religion demanding 
an absolute faith in the righteousness of centralized power. 
He could have then pointed out to Zhukov that the liberal 
West (using the term liberal in its original meaning) had 
discovered that it is improper to force any religious be¬ 
lief on anyone, though he, Zhukov wished to force his 
religion on everyone. He would have shown Zhukov that 
all human spirits, no matter how fine; no matter how 
lofty their aspirations, must fall down before the new 
god figuratively or literally perish. 

The fact that Eisenhower'could* not successfully cope 
with Zhukov’s false god should prove that our need for 
wisdom is greater- than vis our need for Sputniks. This 
occurrence should demonstrate to us that our first aim 
must be to so educate our young that they understand the 
nature and worth of freedom as well as the nature of 
tyranny. In this process doubts must arise about "liberal¬ 
ism”; for modem "liberals,” who would lead the world 
morally, are also state worshippers.

The September, 1956 issue of "Right", a monthly news 
letter "of, by and for the American right wing" contains on Page 
3 the following statement:

One group, the Joint Council for Repatriation (Box 67, Sausalito, 
Calif.) even sees the cure for the growing agricultural and 
industrial surplusses in the proposed repatriation program and 
suggests that each Liberian pioneer be given #1000 worth of farm 
and factory products each year for his lifetime. This, they argue, 
would be much cheaper than foreign aid and it would solve economic 
and social problems instead of create them. In addition, it would 
offer a great incentive to families which otherwise might not be 
attracted."

On November 26, 1957, a source advised that the 
United White Party (UWP) was organized at a convention 
held in Knoxville, Tennessee, on November 10, 1957* An 
article in the November 26, 1957, issue of the "Greenville 
Piedmont", a newspaper of Greenville, South Carolina, 
reported "the recent formation of a new political party 
to be known as the United White Party." According to the 
article, the party was formed at a recently held meeting 
in Knoxville, Tennessee, at which many klansmen were 
represented. The UWP was reported as being opposed to 
all "race mixing organizations and individuals." 

The July, 1958, issue of "The Thunderbolt", self- 
described as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of 
the National States Rights Party” (NSRP) reported that 
rank and file "States Righters" had merged with the UWP 
under "the banner of the National States Rights Party", 
with national offices at Post Office Box 261, Jeffersonville, 
Indiana. 


In November, 1958, a source advised that the NSRP 
is composed of past members of klan-type organizations and 
notorious anti-Semites. 

Issue Number 19, dated June, 1960, "The Thunderbolt", 
announced the address of the headquarters of the NSRP had 
been changed from Jeffersonville, Indiana, to Post Office 
Box 783, Birmingham, Alabama.
